"The Canadian Wild Life Braneh 
of the Departmen. of Resources 
and Development) jis: ‘struggling 
with the problem of increasing the 
population of wild ducks and geese 
in Canadaj and at the same time 
give protection to farmers’ crops. 

Damage by waterfowl! in the 
Prairié Provinces has greatly in- 
creased in the last few years, and 


in some aréas farmers have suf 
fered losses as high as 50 per 
cent in some fiel.s, nd losse of 


5 per cent to 10 per cent are not 
uncommon, Many of our city 
sportsmen Who are anxious to in 


crease the duck population, are 
either unaware or don’t care 
about the heavy losses of the

During the 1930's, the duck 
population decreased rapidly, and 
for a time it looked as if they 
might become extinct like the pas 
pigeons.
